Often this 
i.' m eiely a go o d-humo red priv ilege— healthy criticisms o f mino r 
erro rs in judgment, free expressio n in the go o d o ld-fashio ned 
demo cratic way. 


All o f which tends to ke p tho se in o ffice a bit o n their 
to e-. 


But o f recent mo nths the situatio n has dev elo ped a serio us­ 
ness in pro blems o f internatio nal, natio nal and lo cal sco pe requir­ 
ing the best brains o f the land to deal with. 


Just where do es the blame rest fo r this co nditio n o f affairs? 
If >o u w'ant to track back the cause far eno ugh yo u will 
find the germ o f indifference prev alent in tho se tiny party 
precinct meetings. 
Here a handful o f citizens gather and o ne 
o r two enthusiasts take charge in an attempt to bring abo ut 
the birth o f a candidate po pular eno ugh to co mmand v o tes 
at electio n lime. 
There is no genuine po pular representatio n o f 
v o ters at these meetings. 
The few wo rkers who are public 
spirited eno ugh lo attend a precinct meeting scratch their heads 
and suggest this m an and that m an as a po ssible sav io r o f 
party so lidarity. 
Tho se o f mo re than o rdinary calibre w'hen 
called upo n to run, sco rn the mere suggestio n. 
They can’t de­ 
v o te the time to public o ffice, and anyway they are no t go ing 
to be sto o d up and sho t at later. 


Sho uld a half-wit by the mere flicker o f an eyelash indicate 
he wo uld like to be a candidate fo r public o ffice, the assembled 
few at a precinct meeting wo uld fall all o v er themselv es to grab 
and shake his hand, slap him o n the back and declare v o cifer­ 
o usly: “H ere’s o ur champio n.” 


Thus it go es, ail the way up the line, and then the great 
mass o f v o ters hav e no thing left but medio cre cho ices to v o te 
fo r at the po lls. 
So , when these men are called upo n to co pe 
w ith pro blems o f public -co ncern, they do n't hav e the w hat-it- 
takes and the public begins to gro wl. 


There s no thing new abo ut public indifference. Histo ry is 
replete with co mparable examples o f this so rt o f apathy in 
times o f crisis. 
Fro m their reading o f Ro man and Greek histo ry, 
high scho o l students can tell yo u abo ut it. 


Mino rity pressure gro ups representing all phases o f indus- 
tiy, business and labo r fatten o n public indifference. 
In their 
selfish grasp fo r perso nal po wer the interests o f the public co unt 
as no thing. 


I f s high time the public to o k slo ck o f their rights and built 
up so me resistance against the chicanery o f tho se who hav e 
been kicking the go o d o ld citizens in the pants. 
The w ay to do this is fo r the citizens to banish lethargy, 
aro use themselv es to the needs o f the times, take an interest 
in the metho ds by which their public serv ants are cho sen; be­ 
co me a part in directing the, affairs o f the to wn, co unty, state 
and natio n. 
This can't be do ne sitting at ho me by the radio 
o n the nights precinct party meetings are held. 


The seaso n fo r such meetings is so o n at hand.
